New York Paper Stock Importers 
Succeed in Obtaining It. 


The Controversy Over the Question Has Lasted a Year— 
A Ten Cent Rate to Holyoke and Vicinity— 
The Lighterage Charges Diverted 
Trade to Boston. 


Free lighterage has at last been granted the New York 
paper stock importers by the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railroad Company. This concession comes as 
the result of a year’s controversy, and the diversion of im- 
ports to the port of Boston. where there are no lighterage 
charges. 

It will be recalled that just a year ago all the large 
paper stock importing houses in New York city joined in 
a request for a 10 cent per 100 pounds freight rate on all 
goods going to Holyoke via the steamboat line. The cost 
of shipment has been 13 cents, as 3 cents per 100 pounds 
for lighterage was added to the importer’s freight bill. 
This extra charge dates from the breaking of the agree- 
ment between the New Haven Steamboat Company and 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad, where- 
by the freight handled by the former was transferred to 
the cars of the latter at New Haven. Both these lines are 
now under one management. This fact had its effeci in 
the abolishment of the charge for lighterage. But the vital 
reason on the part of the railroad company for granting 
the demand of the paper stock men lies in the fact that 
in the last year a large portion of the imports intended for 
Holyoke and vicinity were entered at Boston. At that 
port the facilities for handling stock are better than at 
New York, as lighterage is unnecessary, the freight cars of 
three different railroads running on to the wharves along- 
side the ‘ocean steamships. These competing lines main- 
tain the uniform rate of 10 cents per 100 pounds on rags 
and other paper stock going to Holyoke. 

As it is estimated that at least 50,000 tons of imported 
paper stock are shipped to Holyoke and vicinity in the 
course of a year, the loss to the New York transportation 
line has been considerable. S06, no doubt, in order to get 
back some of this business the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford Railroad has put its rate on a level with that 
charged by the Boston railroads. Recently the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad solicited busi- 
ness from the New York paper stock men and stated its 
willingness to make a 10 cent rate. This was accepted, 
and the railroad’s reply is as follows:

We wish to thank you very 
much for this business, and assure you that every atten- 
tion will be given same, and service rendered first class in 
every particular.

This letter was addressed to Felix Salomon & Co., as 
Peretz Rosenberg, of that firm, together with Adolphe 
Salomon, recently of the Train, Smith Company, have 
heen most active in the campaign for a cheaper freight 
rate. Speaking in regard to ports of entry, &c., a prom- 
inent paper stock man said this week to a representative 
of Tue Paper Trape JouRNAL: “All of us here prefer to 
have our goods landed in this city, as we can then inspect 
them to see if they are all right. We find that it is better 


to have our imports under our own eyes. Then, again, 
the rate of storage is a trifle less in New York than in 
Reston. The cost for insurance is also less here.”

CONSPIRACY CHARGED. 


The Defendant in a Patent Suit 
Alleges Unlawful Combination. 


The Cross Petition of the Hill-Kaufman Manufacturing 
Company in the Suit Brought by the Candy Mold 
Manufacturing Company—How Prices Were 
Doubled and Trebled. 


(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, August 27.—A short time ago the Na- 
tional Candy Mold Manufacturing Company brought suit 
against the Hill-Kaufman Manufacturing Company, of this 
city, for an aleged infringement of a patent. Now comes 
the defendant with a cross petition, which has caused some 
what of a stir, inasmuch as conspiracy, in an attempt to run 
the defendant company out of business, is alleged. The 
Hill-Kaufman Company claims that it is the intended vic 
tim of a law-defying conspiracy on the part of its com- 
petitors and rivals in the business of making and selling 
roll paper holders and cutters. The defendant asserts 
that the National Candy Mold Manufacturing Company is 
not the parity at interest, but that it is merely the “tool” 
of a number of dealers and companies that have combined 
to crush competition and control the market. Those 
alleged to be in the combine are the American Roll Paper 
Company, of St. Louis; the Weston Paper Company, of 
Dayton; H. S. Gordon, R. T. Johnson and E. B. Weston, 
Theo. Roger and others of Piqua, and the Champion Paper 
Company, besides a few others in the State of Ohio and 
in the East 

The claim is made by the Hill-Kaufman Company that 
all of the firms and individuals named were conducting 
business independently up to last February in open and 
lawful competition, but that on the 13th of that month 
they formed an organization to act in concert, and yet do 
business separately. It is alleged that they agreed to pay 
5 cents on every cutter sold into a fund to meet the ex- 
penses incurred in manipulating the deal, and an addi- 
tional 2 cents on every cutter sold to defray expenses of 
litigation expected on patents, &c. The § cent levy is said 
to furnish a sum of $6,000 annually. 

After electing A. R. Belt secretary and auditor under the 
new alleged combine, the price of roll paper holders was 
doubled, it is averred in the cross petition, while at a sub- 
sequent meeting in a Dayton hotel they decided upon an 
increase in prices On holders and cutters to three times the 
original price, thus tripling quotations; being enabled to do 
this, it is alleged, because there was no competition. 

The most interesting feature of the transaction, accord 
ing to the claim of the Hill-Kaufman Company, came when, 
after the latter had joined the association, which was rep- 
resented to be merely a “social club,” it refused to pay the 
assessment of 5 cents and was requested to “stop business” 
on the promise of a percentage of the receipts of the asso 
ciation. This, together with an offer to buy out, was re 
fused. 

It is alleged that repeated efforts have been made to 
break up the defendant's business and to drive the defend 
ant out of the Combine. An injunction against the com 
birie is sought, as well as the relief usual in such cases 

It is probable that the case must of necessity take the 
regular course and will be heard next October, Judge 
Thompson of the United States Court in Cincinnati, so 
deciding, though an effort was made to secure an immedi- 
ate hearing of the case. The charges in the petition have 
formed a very live topic of discussion, and the trial of the 
suit will be closely followed M. V 
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REPORTS FROM PAPER MARKETS. 


News and Writings Active in Wisconsin—Miami Book Mills 
Have a Better Volume of Trade— Holyoke 
Business Holding Up Well. 





This week the very hot weather has had a depressing ef- 
fect on the paper market. All branches of the trade have 
felt the reaction. The jobbers report a falling off in the 
improved demand which characterized the two previous 
weeks. A number of men in the trade say that they are 
booking large orders and that the situation is satisfactory 
to them. It should be stated, however, that these men rep- 
fesent paper coating and glazing factories. They insist that 
business with them is good and that they are confident of a 
very large fall trade. The basis of this confidence in the 
future is the alleged fact that large advertisers are getting 
ready to put out immense quantities of paper novelties this 
year. Apart from the above report it cannot be found that 
there is much business, either large or small, being done 
this week. Prices remain about the same as they have been 
for weeks. But as a consequence of the light demand 
quotations on all grades are weaker. This fact is some- 
what puzzling, especially as far as wood papers are con- 
cerned. Just why papers made principally of ground wood 
should be weak when ground wood itself is scarce and high 
is a conundrum. One explanation is that the mills making 
them are too eager for orders at a time when buyers are 
unwilling to place them. News paper is reported not so 
firm as it was. Quotations on small orders range from 2.65 
(@2.75 cents, dependent on conditions, quality, &c. On large 
contracts the trade can estimate what the figure should be 
when it is stated that the contract to supply about 12 tons 
per day to the Staats-Zeitung of New York was taken, ac- 
cording to report, at 2% cents. This price may have been 
made because all the conditions, such as distance, payments, 
&c., are favorable. This contract, by the way, is said to be 
terminable by either side on thirty days’ notice. All grades 
of paper are in rather poor demand this week. Cutting is 
reported in news and straw boards. 


Holyoke Business Holding Up Well. 


Western Massachusetts Office

HOLYOKE, Mass., August 28, 1900. 


Advices from the mills indicate that business is holding 
up very well for August, as this is the dull month of the 
year. Manufacturers state that after September 1 they ex- 
pect trade will brighten up considerably and possibly may 
equal the business transacted last year. Salesmen are 
starting for the West and it is expected that business in 
that part of the country will be very good. The heat has 
affected trade the past week. All of the mills have a {air 
number of orders on hand. Prices have not been cut and 
there is positively no indication that a cut will take place. 
It has seemed to be the policy of the mills this year to cur- 
tail production rather than cut prices, and this is said to 
have been the cause of the closing of some of the depart- 
ments in various mills at odd times during the summer. 
Prior to the formation of the American Writing Paper 
Company it was a well-known fact that many of the mills 
carried large stocks on hand constantly, and when trade 
was dull the mills were run on “stock papers.” This 
method of doing business is said to have been abolished not 
only in the mills of the American Company but in the in- 
dependent mills, and is one of the principal reasons why 
prices can be maintained so well. However, manufacturers 
state that the cost of production has been increased consid- 
erably over former times. As is well known, raw materials 
have advanced and the prices of coal are pretty stiff com- 
pared with those of two or three years ago. Ferry.

News and Writing Active. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

AppLeton, Wis., August 27.—Reports as to the condi- 
tion of business are somewhat variable. In the news and 
writing paper lines everything is activity, but the same 
cannot be said for the other grades of paper. One of the 
large writing paper manufacturers of the valley was com- 
pelled by the urgency of his orders to run his mill yester- 
day, which was the first Sunday he had kept the mill in 
operation for several years.

The news paper manufacturers say that trade with them 
docs not show any material changes, but is joggirg along 
abcut as before.

The fibre manufacturers report business as being fairly 
gcod, They could do more business than they are doing, 
but they believe conditions are bettering all the time. The 
book market is still rather dull and nervous.

Changes in Miami Market. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, August 27.—A peculiarity about the gen- 
eral trade this week is the fact that writings have indicated 
a slight decline, while book papers have improved. In the 
recent past the reverse has been the situation, and naturally 
a change of conditions has brought out considerable com- 
ment. A diversity of opinions is the result. However, the 
writing paper trade has been in a safe condition for months, 
and as a general thing has enjoyed the greatest prosperity 
of all lines during the dull period. During the week writ- 
ings have not been “holding their own,” though there has 
been a greater variety of orders the past two weeks than 
were received previously for an indefinite period. In other 
words, orders came from many different directions, but they 
were not of large size in the generality of cases. The fact 
that many trade centres-were heard from is a certain indi- 
cation of a busy future. It means that the avenues of trade 
are opening and that it will be only a question of time until 
the fall trade shall open with greater gusto than usual. Am 
early fall trade is predicted, and signs of the reawakening 
are already at hand. Prices range from 5% to 8 cents, and 
better quotations could hardly be expected under the con- 
ditions now in force. 

Another mill will be in full operation in Middletown 
within a few days and the output from this source will give 
an increased production cf manilas in the Miami Valley. 
The mill was formerly one of the noted plants of the coun- 
try, and after meeting with reverses has finally passed into 
competent hands and been re-equipped and will be amply 
financed. Other improvements down the valley, hotably at 
West Carrollton and Hamilton, will add to the prestige of 
this valley as one of the leading paper producing sections of 
the world. 

News is commanding fair figures, and owing to the 
scarcity of ground wood and the consequent restriction of 





production, prices will continue good. The demand at this 
time with war news from the Orient is ahead of the season. 
The weekly and the monthly publications are about as im- 
portant a factor in the trade as the daily newspaper and 
consume a large quantity of mill product. 

Many of the straw paper plants in this section of Ohio 
and Indiana have been closed the past week for reasons 
best known to the owners. Straw is more plentiful now 
than it has been, or will be, for some time. It is under- 
stood that prices have experienced no change in the straw

FROM ACROSS THE WATER. 


The British Paper Market—The High Price of Coal Work- 
ing Hardships—Pulp Market Firm—Norway’s 
Pulp Industry. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 

Lonpon, August 21.—The coal trade situation contin- 
ues to be of great interest here, and there is a very lively 
discussion in progress as to what the outcome will be. 
The situation is certainly perplexing, for while some large 
consumers are claiming that there are plenty of reserve 
stocks and that prices are bound to fall, the majority of 
buyers are compelled to pay high rates. The demand 
from manufacturers is heavy, and the high values ruling 
are proving burdensome to mill owners. 

The condition of the pulp market does not change at 
all, and the outlook is not at all cheering to the con- 
sumer who has not made his contracts. For delivery dur- 
ing the rest of this year there is a great scarcity of both 
soda and sulphite pulps, while a large number of mills 
have sold out their entire production for 1901. Those 
who have any pulp to sell are insisting on full prices. In 
mechanical pulp stocks are almost exhausted, and the 
drought in Scandinavia has compelled some mills to shut 
down. There is practically no business being done. 

The market for heavy chemicals continues quiet, al- 
though exports are fairly satisfactory. Caustic soda is in 
demand and prices have an upward tendency. Ammonia 
alkali, 58 per cent., is quoted £4 5s. to £4 10s. per ton bags 
on rails. Bleaching powder is dull at £5 tos. to £6 for soit 
wood. Salt cake is on offer at from 22s. 6d. to 23s, 6d. 
per ton in bulk on rails, and recovered sulphur at £4 12s 
6d. to £5 according to delivery. Alum is in demand and 
prices are higher. 

At an extraordinary general meeting of the Anglo-Sicil- 
ian Sulphur Company, Limited, held last week, the difect- 
ors of the company were empowered to renew or abandon 
the existing contracts with Sicilian sulphur producers, 
whichever course was in their judgment deemed best. It 
has not yet been announced which course has been pur- 
sued. 

The Norwegian Chemical Wood Pulp Association has 
issued for distribution at the Paris Exposition a pamphlet 
giving the history of the chemical wood pulp trade in Nor- 
way. It states that the first soda fibre mill was started in 
that country in 1874, and the first sulphite mill in 1883, 
since which dates these two branches of the industry have 
grown rapidly. In 1888 Norway exported 2,000 tons of dry 
and 12,000 tons of wet pulp. In 1899 she exported 64,200 
tons of dry and 7,500 tons of wet pulp. These figures are 
merely indexes of the progress which the manufacture of 
pulp has made in that country. Briton.

In Berkshire County 
the streams are reported as being quite low, but the mills 
are able to derive some power from them. The prices on 
coal make the running by steam considerably more ex- 
pensive than last year, and the mills making contracts for 
coal this summer have been compelled to pay considerably 
higher prices than last year.

Fair Supply of Water in New England.

Floods in the Racquette River Valley. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

PorspaM, N. Y., August 27.—From other sections of the 
country come reports of drought and damage to crops by 
prolonged dry weather, but in Potsdam and other towns 
of the Racquette River Valley the season has been one of 
floods. Since the first day of July this little territory has 
been deluged with incessant rains, scarcely a day passing 
without from one to three showers, while the heavy down- 
pours and severe electrical storms have been exceedingly 
numerous. There has never been a time in recent years 
when the Racquette River was as high at this season of the 
year as at present and the many manufacturers along its 
course are jubilant. The territory just east of us has been 
visited by a much smaller precipitation and the St. Regis is 
quite low. A similar report comes regarding the various 
other rivers of the State, so that the Racquette River Val- 
ley seems to be the only flooded district. 

The high water has helped the lumber companies to get 
their log drives over the dam at Potsdam, but the Norwood 
Lumber Company has shut down their mill for thirty days, 
because the Sissonville and paper mill boomssre full of 
logs and they eannot get their logs through to Norwood. 
They threaten to make trouble unles§ a channel is opened 
for them. F. M. 


Wisconsin Supply Satisfactory. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

AppLeton, Wis., August 27.—Water power on the Fox 
River is holding out better than was feared it might, and 
the prospects are that with occasional rains such as are now 
being deposited, it may be possible for the mills to draw 
at least as much as now for an indefinite period. The 
amount being taken for power remains at 25 per cent. of 
the normal flow of the river. The level of the lake is 
about four inches above the crest of the Menasha dam, 
which means there is four inches of water in the lake that 
may be used before any shutdown can be ordered. As be- 
fore stated, a normal amount of rain for this season seems 
to be coming down, so that the prospect is quite encour- 


aging. 


On the Wisconsin River there continues to be plenty of 
power for all purposes, and water is going over the dams 
two and one-half feet deep. The Wisconsin River manu- 
facturers are congratulating themselves more and more 
every year over their power, which through their wise 
measures in securing control of the lakes at the source is 
yearly becoming more regular and efficient. The only 
time of year when water is liable to be uncertain, they say, 
is in the winter, along about January and February, when 
the northern marshes are all tightly frozen up. Then water 
is liable to be held back considerably by the ice.

The Hartford Manila Company. 
_ [SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Hartrorp, Conn., August 27.—There was a long hear- 
ing before Judge Roraback, of this city, last week on the 
question of whether the mill of the Hartford Manila Com- 
pany should be operated by the receiver of the company, 
or whether it should be shut down and sold. 

Maro S. Chapman, the receiver, was the chief witness. 
He testified that he had been associated with the Hartford 
Manila Company from its inception in 1883, and from that 
time down to 1898 he was president of the company. The 
business had always been conducted at a profit. With the 
exception of last year it never paid less than 6 per cent. on 
the capital stock and it has paid from 7 to 10 per cent. in 
some years. Last year was a hard year and the earnings 
fell behind what they were in other years. For reasons 
which Mr. Chapman said he did not desire to state a 
majority of the stock of the company was last year sold 
and the company passed to new management and the diffi- 
culties which caused the present troubles have grown up. 

The present trouble of the company, Mr. Chapman said, 
was not due to any falling off in the business, but to diffi- 
culty between Mr. Benton, who was the president of the 
company, and the National Folding Box and Paper Com- 
pany, of New Haven, with which Mr. Benton was also 
connected. A few months ago the National Folding Box 
and Paper Company discharged Mr. Benton and held up 
a claim of $23,000 due the Manila Company, and this claim 
is now with a committee of arbitration, of which Mr. 
Chapman said he was a member. The committee has had 
several hearings to adjust the matter. 

Mr. Chapman thought that the only reasonable thing to 
do was to run the plant. He thought if it was sold to-day 
the mill would not bring over $25,000, which is the amount 
of the mortgage. The mortgage and the floating indebt- 
edness amount to about $55,000. He thought that the mill 
would earn enough to pay the creditors and it would be 
the best for the stockholders to have it run. The present 
was an unfortunate time for the trouble to occur. The 
paper business was dull in August and September. 
If the mill could be run during the two months and pay 
expenses, he thought it could be run at a profit with the 
opening of the fall, and the creditors would get what was 
due and the plant be put on a substantial basis. Mr. Chap- 
man said that if the plant is to be sold it can be disposed of 
much better as a running plant than as a closed one. The 
machinery would depreciate if the mill closed, but if it was 
running prospective purchasers could be shown that the 
plant was a paying one. Mr. Chapman said that at the 
time the transfer of the stock was made last year the plant 
was inventoried at $154,682.76. 

Mr. Chapman said that at the time the transfer of the 
stock was made he owned about $13,000 of the capital stock 
of the company. The capital stock is $100,000. He now 
holds about three-quarters of his original holding, it hav- 
ing been returned to him. 

Other witnesses were examined, all of whom testified that 
it would be the best course to keep the mill in operation. 

At the close Judge Roraback said that the receiver should 
continue to operate the mill, at least until September 10, 
when his first accounting is to be rendered to the court.

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MIAMI BOOK MILLS BUSY. 


One Mill Forced to Decline Orders—A Good Demand on 
All Makers—Prices Have Not as Yet Moved 
Upward, However.

Dayton, Ohio, August 27.—A surprise was sprung in 
the book market this week when it was found that some 
With 
business in a rut for several months this statement may 
seem somewhat odd, but how can a truthful chronicler of 
events doubt the word of responsible parties? Besides, 
the gradually changing conditions justify a belief in the 
statement, and only a half hour’s time spent at the average 
Miami Valley mill will convince the most skeptical, for 
activity has certainly supplanted inertia. 

It may appear strange to relate the remarkable fact that 
one book mill was forced the past week to turn over or- 
ders for 100,000 pounds of paper to competitors merely be- 
cause it was unable to accomplish a miracle and fill the 
rapidly accumulating orders within a specified time. And 
this mill is one of the best equipped in the country, having 
one of the several Fourdrinier giants in this vicinity, along 
with smaller machines. In fact, the book manufacturers 
were themselves surprised, and, while they wondered, they 
didn’t stop in their renewed activity to interrogate their 
customers and inquire as to the cause. They silently went 
to work and ground out paper to the full capacities of 
their respective mills, content with a changed situation. 


of the mills were unable to fill all of their orders. 


Despite the improvement, which seemed to come so 
suddenly in advance of the expected fall trade, there is a 
belief that the crisis has not been entirely passed, and a 
session of the Western Book Manufacturers’ Association 
is expected at no distant date. The association took a 
hurried adjournment to meet at the call of the president, 
‘and a proverbial wit of the trade remarks that perhaps the 
president is the only busy man in the organization, and 
consequently if a meeting is wanted he could not spare 
time to attend. Those who knew the president well 
enough to grasp him by the hand and compliment him 
upon his successful management of the association this 
summer, are not worrying over his future conduct of the 
organization. Even should his mill, as well as those 
of several other large investors, be rtished, and the general 
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trade appeared to. be quiet and dull, and members merely 
hinted for a meeting, he would lose no time in responding 
Prices are firm, and range from 3 cents to 5 and 6% 
cents. In this respect there has been but small change. 
How long the present demand will continue is enigmatical, 
but it seems that when mills are forced to place orders 
with outside concerns in order to be able to keep pace 
with accumulating business, trade cannot vanish like a 
mist.

Contrary to expectations, the Dayton Paper Novelty 
Company, Dayton, Ohio, was not enabled to enter its new 
home, in the Wolf Building, on First street, at the time 
designated. A number of delays have been met. The 
company is placing in an entirely new machinery outfit 
for the manufacture of boxes, buckets, cartons and 
novelties. 

An attachment has been obtained in New York against E 
Bartlette Helland, of Freeport, N. Y., for $135, in favor 
of the J. E. Linde Paper Company, of New York, for paper. 
Mr. Helland was formerly publisher of the Nassau County 
Review of Freeport, and left that place on July 12 last to 
go to Porto Rico. A letter dated August 1o has been re- 
ceived from him from San Juan, Porto Rico, and the at- 
tachment was granted on the ground that he had left the 
State. 

The foreign department of the American Bridge Com 
pany, No. 100 Broadway, is constantly receiving inquiries 
from various countries.

It is not to be won 
dered at that electrical engineering concerns here are 
making every effort to sell material in Germany, for it is 
stated that the above-mentioned work is only a small 
share of what is controlled by the manufacturers and en 


gineering firms of that empire. 


Metal Skylights. 


Owners of buildings needing roof lights would do well 
to look into the merits of the skylight made by the E. Van 
Noorden Company, Boston, 

The evolution of this light has been going on during 
the twenty-five years this house has been in business, and 
the result is the finished mechanical product of to-day. 

A sheet. of metal is struck up from the flat, in dies, by 
steam power machinery, into a skylight bar, full length, 
without cross seams, provided with a resting place for the 
glass, and a drip gutter below, so that when the frame- 
work is put together, the glass bedded in putty and a metal 
cap placed over, the result is a structure rigid yet light, 
waterproof from outside storms, fireproof and proof 
against dripping from the sweat or condensed water 
formed on the under side of glass. 

This dripping from within is due to hot air from the 
inside striking the cold surface of the glass in winter, but 
in this skylight it is carried off by the gutter system 
above mentioned and disposed of on the roof 

Skylights put up by this house twenty years ago are 
still in existence, as sound apparently to-day as the day 
they were finished 

Owing to the large floor space in the company’s shop, 
and the powerful and rapid machinery for making th’'s 
work, the cost of these skylights has been reduced to so 
low a figure that nobody can afford to use wooden ones

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CANADA’S WOOD PULP INDUSTRY. 


The Annual Report of Lord Strathcona, High Commis- 
sioner for the Dominion-—-Two Letters Con- 
tained in the Reports. 


In the annual report of Lord Strathcona, the High 
Commissioner for Canada, publicity is given to the follow- 
ing letter received from the British Paper Makers’ Asso- 
ciation : 

The recent action of the Governments of the Provinces 
of Ontario and Quebec in respect to stumpage, &c., will 
no doubt have the effect of restricting the export of logs 
for pulp into the United States and increasing the manu- 
facture of same into pulp in these provinces. 

The wood pulp imported into Great Britain from Can- 
ada is very small in proportion to that brought in from 
Scandinavia, but if facilities are offered in Canada, and 
especially in relation to freights, both rail and ocean, 
there would be an enormous increase in the trade between 
Canada and the mother country. 

One of the greatest hindrances to the development of 
the wood pulp manufacture in Canada is the freighting 
difficulty. The principal rivers, being blocked by ice, are 
inaccessible for about six months in the year. _ Winter 
shipments have to be made in most cases via St. John, 
N. B. This the shipping companies are well aware of, 
and, as far as our experience goes, act in a very arbitrary 
manner, not only in respect to rates, but by sometimes 
failing to provide shipping room after it has been engaged, 
and further by excess charge for weight, based on incor- 
rect and excessive measurements. Further, there is the 
uncertainty of steamer freights and the uncertainty of rail- 
way rates. 

The result of this uncertainty and irregularity is that 
manufacturers in Canada are afraid to make forward con- 
tracts for delivery in this country, as they cannot be sure 
from one month to another what the costs of transport 
will be. In order to secure a large business it is necessary 
to make forward contracts. Thus now by June I very 
large contracts have been made in Scandinavia for delivery 
of pulp to the end of 1901, and some contracts even for two 
or three years ahead. But no one would venture to make 
such forward contracts with Canada in consequence of 
the uncertainty of freights, and it should be remembered 
that the largest contracts are those that are made for de- 
livery extending over long periods. 

Another hindrance to the development of the wood pulp 


industry in Canada is the expense of getting in new ma- 
chinery there. As the industry is so young, there has not 
been time, we suppose, for engineering works to have 
acquired the necessary experience in vroducing a great 
part of the machinery used in wood pulp factories. The 
more expensive portions, especially for chemical pulp, 
have to be imported. The freight on such machinery is 
always a very expensive matter, and the mills being so far 
inland, thus, when the duty is added, the cost of ma- 
chinery becomes excessive. We think, and would urge 
very strongly, that wood pulp mills should be treated 
like some other industries in Canada, and machinery im- 
ported free of duty. 

If the industry gets sufficient encouragement, and can 
be assisted in respect to the points above mentioned, there 
is every prospect of a large development of the wood pulp 
manufacture in Canada. The wood available produces 
very satisfactory pulp, quite equal to the best Scandina- 
vian, and undoubtedly British paper makers would rather 
do business with and invest their money in Canada (if 
the conditions of the business admit) than with any other 
country. One danger is, that people in Canada who do 
not understand the trade are gtting the impression that 
wood pulp is so much wanted that any price can be paid 
for it that they like to name. In some cases they appear 
to be developing companies with such extravagant cost 
of initial expense that they are looking for prices for pulp 
which the state of the paper trade, to say nothing of the 
cost of pulp in other countries, will not admit. 


A further letter was also received by the High Com- 
missioner from a “large firm of paper manufacturers’ 
whose name is not mentioned. The letter reads as fol- 


lows: 


The first step toward the introduction of British capital 
into Canada has been taken by the imposition of a stump- 
age charge on all pulp wood exported from Crown lands 
in the Province of Quebec, and of the insertion of the 
manufacturing clause in the licenses issued by the Province 
of Ontario. It is to be hoped that other provinces will 
take similar action in restricting the exportation of pulp 
wood into the United States. Already one of the largest 
paper makers in England is risking a large sum of money 
in the erection ef pulp and paper mills, and the result of 
his enterprise is awaited with much interest. 

It is undoubtedly a grave misfortune that concessions 
of timber limits and water powers should be granted by 
the Government to irresponsible syndicates, who have no 
practical knowledge of the work, and whose main object 
is to exploit their concessions for their own profit, regard- 
less of the ultimate success of the scheme. Such syndi- 
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cates get control over useful water powers and forests 
for a nominal figure and refuse to part with them except 
at an enormous profit, the result being that the business 
is over-capitalized before a start is made, 

But that is not all. These syndicates, while pretending 
to give all the land that is necessary for mills and future 
possible extensions, manage to retain in their own hands 
certain pieces which they know will be required later on, 
and which they hold in the hope of reaping a second fabu- 
lous profit on same at a future time. 

All this, while it does i... put an extra dollar into the 
exchequer of the Provincial Government, exasperates and 
discourages the legitimate capitalist, who fzels he is being 
robbed by relentless and non-scrupulous middlemen. 

Such at least has been the experience of the firm before 
mentioned, and who, we believe, will shortly appeal to the 
Provincial Government for protection. 

We contend that concessions should not be granted to 
irresponsible syndicates, and that when a concession is 
granted there should be a stipulation debarring the sale 
of same. The legitimate capitalist will, in short, have to 
be protected by the Government from the _ illegitimate 
speculator—speculation in concessions will have to be 
made impossible. The Government will have to afford fa- 
cilities for the proper regulation of rivers and lakes, both 
as regards the driving of logs and the accumulation of 
water through damming to counteract the frosts of win- 
ter and the droughts of summer and autumn. There must 
be a cheap and easy means of expropriating land neces- 
sary for mills and factories on land that may be flooded 
by damming back the rivers and lakes. 

Facilities must also be given for the construction of rail- 
ways and for the introduction of machinery into the coun- 
try free of duty. A country which possesses in so marked 
a degree the two requisites for paper making. viz., water 
power and wood, should not be lacking in those elements 
which give the British capitalist the necessary encourage- 
ment to embark upon enterprises in what is to him a new 
and practically unknown country. 

As there is exemption in many districts from taxation 
for a certain term of years, so also should there be some 
guarantee that railway freight to the seaboard will not ex- 
ceed a certain figure, otherwise mills may be erected at a 
point to which competitive lines do not run, in which case 
they would be at the mercy of a single company, and 
would be forced to pay whatever freights were exacted. 

It is generally admitted that the pulp made from Cana- 
dian wood is of first-class quality when proper care is taken 
in preparation and manufacture. 

Shipping facilities must be vastly improved before any 
headway can be made in the pulp and paper trade between 
Canada and this country.

A Dispute Over Matters Growing Out of the Failure of the 
Historical Publishing Company, of Philadelphia 
—Litigation Threatened. 


(sPREcIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 

PHILADELPHIA, August 28.—Some of the bad blood en- 
gendered by the failure four years ago of the Historical 
Publishing Co. came out last week in a contest between H. 
W. Knight, of the publishing firm of Knight & Brown, 156 
Fifth avenue, New York, and Alexander Balfour, the Phila- 
delphia millionaire paper manufacturer. According to the 
account of the affair as related by Mr. Knight it seems that 
he journeyed to Philadelphia last week at the request of 
Manager H. S. Smith, of the Jones Brothers Publishing 
Company of Cincinnati, to demand an accounting from Mr. 
Balfour as assignee of the defunct Historical Publishing 
Company. Incidentally Mr, Knight was instructed to ask 
Mr. Balfour about an alleged false statement made before 
ex-Judge James Campbell, of Philadelphia, who has been 
acting as auditor of Smith’s estate,.which is reported to be 
worth about $150,000. Balfour is said to have sworn that 
he had no agreement to buy in Smith’s estate at auction, 
whereas Smith says he has the original agreement covering 
the matter, which agreement, he says, is signed by Balfour. 

When Knight found Mr. Balfour in the directors’ room 
of the Quaker City National Bank at Philadelphia, as might 
be expected from the nature of the subject-matter, a spirited 
altercation ensued. In the course of the conversation it is 
said that Knight remarked that Smith had a pretty good 
perjury case against Balfour on account of the sworn state- 
ment made before ex-Judge Campbell. At that Balfour is 
said to have struck Knight in the face and called him a 
foul name. Then Knight attacked Mr. Balfour and a 
mixed-up fight followed. After some hard hitting, the 
clerks in the building managed to separate the combatants. 
Next day Mr. Knight was about town again. Mr. Balfour 
was reported to be at home and under a physician’s care. 
Mr. Balfour refuses to give his version of the affair. 

As a sequence of this fight H. S. Smith, of the Jones 
Publishing Company, of Cincinnati, Ohio, has directed his 
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attorneys, Drausin Wulsin, of Cincinnati, and Horace Hep- 
burn, of Philadelphia, to institute criminal proceedings 
against Balfour. 

The trade will recall the fact that four years ago the 
National Historical Company failed for $150,000, Alex- 
ander Balfour was made assignee. The creditors of the 
company were numerous. Among them was the H. S. 
Smith referred to above. Mr. Smith’s claim, by the way, 
was comparatively small, amounting to only $2,500. As it 
is alleged that Mr. Balfour had not made any accounting of 
the funds in his hands Smith sent Knight to convince Mr. 
Balfour of the necessity of paying his (Smith’s) claim at an 
early date. If promises to do this could not be obtained 
from Mr. Balfour Knight was instructed to intimate to 
him the possibility of criminal proceedings being brought 
on the alleged perjury charge. Mr. Knight was to use this 
threat only as a last resort. Pa. 


The Liverpool Chemical Market. 


J. P. Brunner & Co., of Liverpool, in their letter this 
week, speak of the Liverpool chemical market as follows: 


Chemicals are in moderate request, and market is 
steady although without animation. The particulars of 
exports for the month ending July 31, as per Board of 
Trade returns, are as follows: Total exports to all quarters, 
alkali, 267,185 cwt.; bleach powder, 79,094 cwt. Exports 
to United States alone, alkali, 39,289 cwt.; bleach powder, 
42,538 cwt. As compared with the corresponding month 
of 1899, these figures show a decrease in the total exports 
of about 1 per cent. and 2 4-5 per cent. in alkali and bleach, 
respectively, while the shipments to the United States are 
433 tons alkali in excess and 452 tons bleaching powder 
less than July, 1899. Soda ash is well maintained, nearest 
spot range for tierces being about as follows: Leblanc ash, 
48 per cent., £4 15s. to £5; 58 per cent., £5 5s. to £5 10s. 
per ton, net cash; ammonia ash, 48 per cent., £4 5s. to £4 
10s.; 58 per cent., £4 10s. to £4 15s. per ton, net cash. 
Bags, 5s. per ton under price for tierces. Soda crystals in 
steady demand, and £3 2s. 6d. per ton, less 5 per cent., is 
generally quoted for barrels, or 7s. less for bags, with spe- 
cial quotations for certain favored markets. Caustic soda, 
while not particularly active, is selling at full prices, as 
follows: 60 per cent., £9 5s.; 70 per cent., £10 5s.; 74 per 
cent., £10 15s. to £10 17s. 6d.; 76 per cent., £11 5s. to £11 
10s. per ton, net cash. Bleaching powder is very slow of 
sale at nominally £6 to £6 10s. per ton, net cash, for hard- 
wood packages, as to market.

Steamship Line to Russia. 


Acting Consul-General Heydecker at St. Petersburg, 
Russia, writes to the State Department at Washington as 
follows: 

To facilitate the export trade of the United States to 
northern Russia, a direct line of steamers has been estab- 
lished, plying between New York and Newport News and 
St. Petersburg. But, unfortunately, this line labors under 
great disadvantages, owing to the lack of sufficient return 
freights, which, of course, reacts on the prices of the goods 
exported trom the United States. This was very forcibly 
illustrated recently by one of the largest coal importers of 
this city, who stated that, in spite of the lower prices pre- 
vailing in the. United States, the cost of our coals in St. 
Petersburg was 27s. ($6.56) as against 25s. 6d. ($6.19) for 
English, which have to bear only 5s. ($1.21) for freight. 

It is of highest importance, therefore, to try to meet this 
difficulty by a careful study of all the articles which might 
be of interest to our home consumers.

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A STEAM PULP MILL. 


The Alexandria Paper Company Will Build a Ten Ton 
Plant to Make Ground Wood—Natural Gas 
Will Be the Fuel. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT J 

AppLeton, Wis., August 27—The Alexandria Paper 
Company, of Alexandria, Ind., of which S. A. Cook, of 
MenaSha, Wis., is principal owner, is at present making a 
number of improvements and additions at its mill. The 
mill is equipped with two paper machines, one 110 and the 
other 120 inches in width. The 110-inch machine, which 
was a double cylinder, is being transformed into a Four- 
drinier. 

The company is making arrangements to add a 1o-ton 
pulp mill to its plant, and the remarkable part of it is that 
this pulp mill will be run by steam, something that has 
never been heard of in this part of the country. The ex- 
planation, of course, is found in the cheapness of fuel, 
which at Alexandria is natural gas. This pulp mill will 
be in operation before the year is out. The wood, as is 
usual, will be brought from Canada. The Alexandria peo- 
ple report business as being very satisfactory. The output 
is print paper and some low grade book, and they find no 


difficulty in disposing of all their product.

Increasing Interest in Forestry. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 

Wasuinoron, D. C., August 28.—The great number of 
applications by educated young men for the position of stu- 
dent assistant under the Division of Forestry which have 
this year been made shows how rapidly the interest in prac- 
tical forestry is increasing. The pay, $25 a month and ex- 
penses in the field, is not enough to be alluring to those who 
are not interested in the subject, and no attempt to advertise 
the opportunity has been made. Yet, although it was an- 
nounced early in March that more candidates had already 
applied than there were places for, the number of applica- 
tions kept steadily increasing, until finally 232 were re- 
ceived. This number is more than seven times as great as 
that of last year’s, the first year’s applications—thirty-five.

In these applications it is noticeable that the majority come 
from in or near the large universities, where information 
regarding the opportunity, which had to spread chiefly by 
word of mouth, could circulate extensively. From Har- 
vard and Yale alone 100 were received, while 77 more were 
scattered over different parts of the Atlantic States. Six- 
teen came from California, where several students from 
Berkeley and Stanford had aappointments last summer. If 
this information could have been spread throughout the 
Middle States as easily as it was in the neighborhood of 
these larger universities, the number of applications would 
probably have been still greater. 

The position of student assistant was created for the 
double purpose of giving young men who are thinking of 
engaging in forestry as a profession practical experience 
and assistance under the supervision of experts, and of se- 
curing intelligent assistance for the Government at slight 
cost. In al] sixty-one applicants were appointed and are 
now at work. They are divided™up among the field ex- 
perts who are making investigations and forest surveys 
as follows: In the State of Washington. 7; in California, 
13; in the Black Hills, 9; in the Middle West, 5; in 
Arkansas, 10; in the Appalachian region, 2; in the Adi- 
rondacks, 15. Most of their time is spent in collecting the 
measurements of trees and in making the surveys from 
which the foresters of the division can next winter draw 
conclusions and results. To » young man of an observing 
and inquisitive turn of mind the work affords an excel- 
lent opportunity for learning the nature of the problems 
with which a forester has to deal, and the ways in which 
he does part of his work. CAPITAL.

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Lighterage Charges Abolished. 

A year ago the New York importers of rags and paper 
stock petitioned the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
i.aurced to abolish the then existing charge of 3 cents per 
hundred pounds for lighterage on goods entering this 
port, and to make a rate of 10 cents per hundred pounds 
on goods going to Holyoke, Mass., and its vicinity, in 
order that there might be fair competition with goods 
enicting Boston, at which port there is no such lighterage 
charge. No satisfactery answer ‘was given to the peti- 
tioners, and as a consequence paper stock importations 
were diverted to Boston. 

This action apparently has not been lost on the railroad 
officials, for recently they brought up the matter afresh of 
their own volition and finally made an offer for the New 
York importers’ business by quoting the rate asked for. 
The importers have accepted the offer, and it is expected 
that hereafter the importations at New York will increase. 

It ought to be gratifying to all that the question is 
settled. It will produce business for the railroad com- 
pany, while it will save the importers a great deal of an- 
noyance and trouble with which they have had to contend. 


The Canadian Wood Pulp Industry. 

The annual report of Lord Strathcona, the High Com- 
missioner for Canada, just published, contains two docu- 
ments that are reprinted on another page, and that are 
of more than passing interest. One is a communication 
from the British Paper Makers’ Association and the other 
is from a “large firm of paper manufacturers,” whose 
name is not given, but is not difficult to guess. Both 
documents point out hindrances to the development of 
the Canadian wood pulp industry. The first named places 
stress on the difficulty of transportation and the arbitrary 
action of the railway and steamer people, while the second

There is much of truth in the statements in both com-. 
munications, and Canada, for her own sake, will do well 
to heed the warning suggestions made. Even when she 
does so,‘and wipes out some of the existing evils, she will 
have to beware of falling a victim to the idea that she is 
then going to drive all other pulp and paper interests out 


of the British market. 


The Coal Situation. 

Coal at present is attracting a great deal of attention in 
many countries, not only because of the high price at 
which it rules, but also because of the-fear that the supply 
will not be adequate to the enormous demand. 

In England the high figures to which coal has risen have 
brought about a good deal of anxiety among manutac- 
turers, who see in them a handicap which will be a serious 
hindrance to them in competing with manufacturers in 
countries whose fuel supply is easier of aceess and lower 
in price. In the paper industry this is particularly true, 
and because of it the cost of production is a factor against 
the British mill owner when he comes to compete with his 
fellow worker in other countries, where lower priced coal 
and yet cheaper water power are plentiful. 

In Germany, France, Russia, Austria and Italy there 
are somewhat the same conditions in force, and in all of 
these countries the manufacturer is paying what he con- 
siders exorbitant prices for his coal. The demand in the 
countries named is very active, and-in some of them in- 
dustrial establishments have been obliged to temporarily 
suspend operations for lack of fuel. 

These conditions have turned the eyes of the world to 


the United States as a source of supply for coal, and there 


are indications that there will be a considerable business 
done in this line. United States miners and shippers have 
already engaged in active operations, while almost every 
mail brings new inquiries as to supply and prices. It is 
unquestionable that there is an opportunity for the coal 
trade, of which it will not be slow to take advantage. 
Whether there will be a sufficient movement to be re- 
flected in this market in the way of higher prices is yet a 


question. It, however, is not now likely that the paper 


manufacturers of this country this year will be in the 
position they were forced to occupy last year, when be- 
tween low water and high priced coal they were between 
the devil and the deep sea. 


The increase in our exportation of manufactures is so 
striking as to command more than passing notice. Even in 
July, which is usually a dull month in exporting, the total 
exports of manufactures were $34,545,042 and formed over 
35 per cent. of the total exports of the month, while for 
the seven months ending with July 31, 1900, the total ex- 
ports of manufactures were $268,309,189, forming 33.66 per 
cent. of the total exports during that period. In 1860, ex- 
ports of manufactures formed 12 per cent. of the total ex- 
portations ; in 1870, 15 per cent.; in 1880, 12% per cent.; in 
1890, 17.8 per cent.; in 1895, 23 per cent.; in 1899, 28 per 
cent. ; in the seven months of the calendar year 1900, 33.66 
per cent., and in the month of July, 1900, 35.05 per cent. 
In 1860 the exports of manufactures averaged $3,500,000 
per month; in 1870 they were a little over $5,000,000 per 
month; in 1880 they were less than $10,000,000 per month ; 
in 1890 they were $12,500,000 per month; in 1899 they were 
$28,000,000 per month, and in the fiscal year 1900, $36,000,- 
ooo per month. Compared with the export business of 
Great Britain our export trade has shown enormous growth, 
being now ten times what it was in 1860, while that of the 
United Kingdom is only one and a half times what it was 
in 1860. 


There was a time when household purchases in this 
country were wrapped up in old newspapers, the news- 
papers being furnished by men who made a business of 
collecting them ana selling them to grocers, butchers, 
bakers and other tradesmen. In the forward march of 
events these wrappers were replaced by straw wrapping 
and manila paper and paper bags. In Italy they cling to 
the old newspaper, the purchaser, however, providing it 
for himself. It would seem as though there was a field in 
Italy in which United States manufacturers of wrapping pa- 
per and paper bags could exploit their wares. ; 


Out Ohio way there is a row among the manufacturers 
of roll paper cutters and holders, and roll paper. It ap- 
pears that some time ago a combination was formed, that 
later one of the manufacturers objected to certain proceed- 
ings, and that yet later he declined to get out of the busi- 
ness. He now charges that the combination is a wicked 
affair, and that it has attempted to ruin his business. He 
has made his charges in court, and there will be a hearing 
on the case next October before the United States Circuit 
Court at Cincinnati. 


The news furnished by our Miami Valley correspondent 
as to the condition of the book paper trade in that section 
is certainly refreshing and encouraging. It is stated that 
the demand for book paper has increased substantially, so 
that mills are busy, one mill being obliged to decline or- 
ders, as it could not fill them within the time specified. It 
is to be hoped that the activity may continue, and that the 
demand may grow larger as the year grows older.

As a rule the streams are holding 
out very well, and from the northern part of New York 
State comes news of floods. Moderation is good in all 
things and the average paper manufacturer would be satis- 
fied in at least one direction if he could have just enough 
water all the time, neither more or less. 


An Indiana paper company has announced its intention 
of building a 10 ton ground wood mill to be run by steam. 
So far as we now recall there is only one mill in the coun- 
try now making mechanical pulp by steam, that power be- 
ing generally considered too expensive for the pugpose. 
The new mill, however, will have the benefit of natural gas 
as fuel.

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FOREIGN NOTEs. 


A new pulp mill will shortly be built at Nedansjé, in 
Vesternorrland, Sweden, by the Skonviksbolag. 

Hissmafors’ Aktiebolag (Sweden) has decided to in- 
crease its capital, 500,000 kroner, to 1,500,000 kroner, for the 
purpose of enlarging its new sulphite mill, which began 
operations last year. 

The following dividends have recently been declared by 
establishments in Germany: Papier und _  Zellstoft 
Fabriken Actien Gesellschaft in Wolfach, § per cent; 
Elberfelder Papierfabrik Actien Gesellschaft in Elberfeld, 
7 per cent., and Actien Gesellschaft fur Pappen Fabrik- 
ation in Charlottenburg, 6 per cent. 

Reports from various chambers of commerce state that 
paper makers in Germany are experiencing better prices. 
While in former years complaints were very general, the 
Stuttgart Chamber of Commerce states that last year 
there was some improvement. There was an increased 
demand for home consumption, and the competition in the 
world’s markets did not greatly interfere with the German 
export trade. 

The Hungarian Secretary of State for Education has 
sent a circular to all schools ordering that all books, maps, 
copybooks, &c., used at Hungarian schools should be 
made from Hungarian paper, and, if possible, the paper 
should have watermarks to show the Hungarian origin. 
Thus the home industry is to be protected. From the 
other parts of the Austrian Empire paper makers have 
complained about this rescript, which, according to their 
opinion, violates the relations between the industries of 
the various provinces, and it is hoped that tne circular will 
be cancelled. 

Scarcity of pulp wood is reported from Styria. Par- 
ticularly in the valley of the Ems River a great destruction 
of forests takes place. Bavarian and Saxon wood dealers 
buy up what they can get. This excessive cutting down 
is to be deplored, as it often does not give sufficient time 
to replant what has been cut down. There is no export 
duty on pulp, and therefore the German pulp makers thus 
easily, and at a low figure, obtain Austrian pulp wood, 
and then compete in paper and pulp against the home 
makers, who cannot get a sufficient supply of raw wood. 
The prompt introduction of a wood export duty is con- 
sidered necessary. 

According to a report for the year 1899 by Mr. Rhind, 
British Acting Consul-Generai, the imports of paper and 
its derivatives into Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, from the coun- 
tries mentioned were as follows: Germany, 2,171,321,573 
milreis (at the exchange of 12d. per 1,000 reis); Argen- 
tina, 3,171,940 milreis; Austria-Hungary, 22,588,100 mil- 
reis; Belgium, 821,460,239 milreis; Chili, 50,000 milreis; 
United States, 329,867,486 milreis; France, 1,040,941,814 
milreis; Great Britain and British possessions, 270,299,874 
milreis; Spain, 273,400 milreis; Holland, 1,263,500 milreis; 
Italy, 171,806,346 milreis; Portugal, 122,395,173 milreis; 
Japan, 10,500 milreis, and Uruguay, 324,000 milreis. 


The International’s New Mill at Bemis, 


It is expected the new cutting up mill of the Interna- 
tional Paper Company at Bemis, Me., will be started up 
this week. This mill is about 95x35 feet and has a capacity 
of about 100 cords of wood per day. The mill is so ar- 
ranged that the logs are hauled from the lake into the 
mill, sawed, barked and run out at the other end on a 
carrier and loaded on the cars ready for shipment. The 
carrier is long enough to load twelve cars at a time, six 
on each side. Another long carrier and high trestle leads 
to the storage ground where there is a storage capacity of 
5.000 or 6,000 cords of blocks for winter use. The boiler 
house is 26x70, built of corrugated iron and equipped with 
two 125 horse power boilers. The engine room is 20x30, 
with 175 horse power engine. The mill is equipped with 
a cutting up saw and eight barkers. S. W. Butterfield, 
who has charge of the wood room department of the In- 
ternational Company's mills, designed and laid out this 
mill at Bemis.

(Md.) pulp mill was begun last week. The improve- 
ments will be extensive and three large digesters will be 
put in place. When the improvements are completed the 
daily output of the mill will be largely increased. The 
company has received about 5,000 cords of wood. 

The mill of the B. D. Rising Paper Company, Housa- 
tonic, Mass., is now nearly completed, and the company 
states that it will be making its line of bonds, linens, 
ledgers, fines and wedding bristols inside of two weeks. 
The first four water wheels were started on Tuesday, and 
the beating and washing engines have been in operation all 
this week. 

As soon as the plans which are now being made by 
O’Keefe & Orbison are completed, work will be com- 
menced upon the construction of the addition to the pulp 
mill of the Combined Locks Paper Company, Combined 
Locks, Wis., mention of which was made last week. Three 


large grinders will be added to the sixteen already in the 
mill, and the additional output will be about 20 tons a 
day. It will be necessary to build an addition to the pulp 
miil building. which will be done at the end nearest the 
dam, a portion of the dam being cut away to receive it. 
The maitcr of adding another digester to the sulphite de- 
partmeni is not yet fully decided upon. 

Geo. A. Whi.ing, of Menasha, Wis., reports, contrary to 
some stories that have gone out of late, that no decision 
has been arrived at respecting the new pulp mill that the 
Wisconsin River and Pulp Company intends building. The 
mill will be built before very long, but just when is not 
settled, and no orders have as yet been placed for ma- 
chinery. 5 

The Grand Rapids (Wis.) Paper Company has just built 
a new discharging platform, and the mill has been gener- 
ally overhauled and refurnished. Mr. Biron, the former 
manager, who died recently, is mourned by all, but his 
place is ably filled by Mr. Harmon, whose staunch Ameri- 
canism demands American raw material in all cases where 
it is possible to make the choice. 

After many months’ work the District of Columbia Pa- 
per Manufacturing Company has made the old George 
Hill mill at Washington, D. C., into a thoroughly up to 
date plant. A filtering system, electric lights and all mod- 
ern machinery for the manufacture of blotting and matrix 
papers have been added. The output is now being offered 
to the trade through the Ira L. Beebe Company, 132 Nas- 
sau street, New York. 

The Gilbert Paper Company, of Menasha, Wis., manu- 
facturers of writng peper, is just installing machinery to 
do its own ruling on orders for ruled stationery. All its 
ruling heretofore has been done outside. At present the 
company is putting in two self-feeding ruling machines, 
one of them being a machine for ruling both sides of the 
paper at the same time. With these machines as a starter, 
others will be added as required. 

The paper mill at Nekoosa, Wis., of which Lewis M. 
Alexander, secretary and treasurer of the General Paper 
Company, Chicago, is part owner, is undergoing several 
changes and additions. A new finishing room, 144x164 
feet, is being built and a fourth paper machine is being 
installed. The mill company has just erected a fine new 
office building in Nekoosa, and work has been going on 
for some time on the dam, making the apron one continu- 
ous angle up to the flash boards. 

The Consolidated Paper and: Bag Company, of Elkhart, 


Ind., is just about completing extensive improvements to 
iis mili property, having put in stone retaining walls for 
raceway and forbay, a two story brick bag iactory, a 
dwelling house for the superintendent, and a two story 
brick rotary and s.ock building, besides adding 30 feet 
io the length of the mill in the two story brick finishing 
room. ‘lhe company is aiso installing a new sieam 
rotary and adding a 150 horse power water wheel. 


Saturday morning of last week a special train from 
Portland carried a large party, stockholders of the Oxford 
Paper Company, with their friends, to Rumford Falls, 
Me., to look over the progress made in the erection of the 
piant. Charles D. Brown, of Boston, and Ashley B. 
‘lower, the paper mill architect, New York, were in the 
party. The work of construction has so far progressed 
that the buildings are showing their outlines. When com- 
pleted the Oxford Paper Company, it is claimed, will 
have one of the largest and finest book mill plants in the 
country. It is to have a capacity of 200 tons of paper, 
100 tons of sulphite and 60 tons of soda a day. 


The operations at the site of the Brownville (N. Y.) 
Paper Company’s new plant are steadily progressing, and 
the walls are rearing skyward. There was some difficulty 
in getting a sufficiently solid foundation bed, as the rear 
wall will rise out of the river, requiring, of course, a solid 
rock foundation. After a deal of pumping and removal of 
debris, a solid rock foundation was secured at quite a 
depth, and the work is now going on finely, the founda- 
tions being laid and the wall being erected. W. J. Sem- 
per, the contractor in charge, expects to have the build- 
ings inclosed before January 1. The roofs of all the 
buildings will be of gravel and asphalt. The cost of the 
plant will exceed $25,000 


By September 1 the newly equipped plant of the P. A. 
Sorg Paper Company, of Middletown, Ohio, will likely 
be in full operation under the superintendency of a veteran 
paper maker, who has long been engaged in the local 
business. The Sorg Paper Company is backed by the © 
millionaire ex-Congressman, who purchased the Jacoby 
Paper Company’s plant and has expended many thousands 
of dollars in an entirely new equipment. It was the inten- 
tion to have started in the early spring when trade was at 
its height, but machinists were busy at work, and an ex- 
amination of the plant indicated the need of a thorough 
rehabilitation. Now that a vast expenditure has been 
made the company finds in its possession perhaps the most 
complete mill for the manufacture of manilas in the valley.

Question.—Is there any way to protect the corners of 
mill walls against the hubs of wagons and carts that may 
be driven too close, thereby knocking off the corners and 
giving the doors and corners a very bad appearance. Be- 
sides this, half the doors to my mill, that teams back up 
to, are so badly battered that the door cannot close tight, 
and in a number of cases the door frames are loosened 
so that the weather has its own way in the mill. 


Answer.—There are several ways of curing this. But 
the matter should have been attended to when the build- 
ing was erected, and cast iron backing plates put in the 
brick walls close to the ground. These plates are so 
made that it is impossible to drive or back a wagon 
against ‘the corner when they are present, because when 
the rim or the hub of the wheel strikes the building it 
must hit the iron of one of these plates, the form of which 
is such that the wheel is veered off to one side sufficiently 
to clear the brickwork. But it is not always possible to 
get these plates put into the wall after it has been 
finished. The “Old Man sometimes objects,” but the ex- 
posed parts of the buildings can be protected by puiting 
on a plate of boiler iron or by bolting on some small 
angle irons. These form excellent corners, and when put 
6n in pairs and held with through bolts, they form a most 
excellent and cheap protection for door corners. The 
angle iron section may be as small as desired, but there 
is nothing gained by making it too small. -A 4-inch angle 
will bolt ‘on much stronger than a smaller one, because 
the bolt holes come farther from the edge of the brick- 
work and are therefore less apt to break out under the 
strain of drilling, or when a wagon strikes the straps. 
Where there is very heavy traffic it will be necessary to 
protect the whole surface by bending 3-16 or % inch 
boiler iron around the corner and extending the same 
back at least @ feet from the door. Sith a protection 
never fails to do the work satisfactorily. For the corners 
of buildings a single angle iron may be fastened to the 
corner by means of bolts passed diagonally through inio 
the corner of the walls inside the building. Nothing less 
than a 4-inch angle should be used for this purpose and 
a 5-inch, or even a 6, is better.

Question.—Is there any way of arranging a condenser 
which will work without a heater full of tubes, or without 
a water column over 34 feet high? There is little chance 
for the latter in this mill, and the management will not 
listen to the cost of the former. If there was some simple 
method of using the engine condensing, which did not re- 
quire much room or cost much, I would like to be advised 
of it, for we are greatly in need of just the extra power 
which the condensation would add to the engine. 


Answer.—There are several types of the jet condenser 
in the market which use neither tubes nor water column. 
These are made by the makers of steam pumps, and al- 
most any of the larger manufacturers of the appliances 
noted could furnish the apparatus desired. But a con- 
denser of this kind would cost almost as much as a regular 
surface condenser, and would probably be out of the ques- 
tion. There is, however, a German device known as the 
exhaust injector condenser, which seems to fit the case 
mentioned pretty well. With this instrument, which is 
nothing more or less than a mammoth injector, the water 
may be either lifted to the injector or, which is better, it 
may flow to it. The vacuum is formed by the condensa-

Question.—An accident happened in the mill by which 
the neck was broken off the end of a large calender roll. 
Is there any way of repairing the roll? It seems too bad 
to throw away so expensive a bit of machinery simply be- 
cause one end of it has broken. 

Answer.—lIt is quite possible to repair the roll, and to 


do a mest excellent job at it, too. The method is as fol- 


lows: The roll must be taken to a foundry where a sup- 
ply of melted cast iron can be had. Then the rell is put 
into a sand meld precisely as if a new roll was to be 
made, with the exception that the broken roll fills all the 


mold except the missing part, which is thalded to the 
shape thereof, so that when filled with iron it will take

flow directly against the broken portion of the roll, then 
out of the mold through another gate. These gates are 
so arranged that, although the flow is continuous as long 
as melted iron is being poured, the mold always remains 
completely filled. The mold is also made so that the 
broken roll end can be tested by prodding it with an iron 
rod, which is thrust through the molten iron, True, the 
rod will quickly soften in the hot iron, but thrust quickly 
against the broken neck it will enable the foundryman 
to tell when the iron thereof is becoming soft and in a 
melted condition. It is obvious that if the pouring of 
hot iron was continued indefinitely the roll would be 
eventually melted up and would run away with the rest of 
the fluid iron. But as soon as the test rod reveals the 
fact that the broken surface has become melted the exit 
gate is stopped off and the mold, completely filled with 
melted iron, is allowed to cool, with the result that if the 
job has been skillfully done new neck will be per- 
fectly joined to the old roll, only a little lathe work 
will be required to make the roll as good as “new—and 
better—if an imperfection in the iron was the cause of 
the break in the first place.

Question.—Is it possible, or profitable, to run a paper 
machine with a gas engine? 

Answer.—It is quite possible, and in the writer’s opin- 
ion would be profitable also where gas is cheap. In the 
natural gas district it would be a very profitable method 
of machine driving. In plants where producer gas is 
burned under the boilers the use of gas engines should 
be encouraged to the extent that no gas is burned for 
steam making purposes except for the necessary drying, 
all the power being derived direct from the gas through 
gas engines without the loss of the transformation of en- 
ergy through steam. With well designated gas engines 
the paper machines, and even the whole mill, for that pur- 
pose, could be profitably driven,

The water we use in our paper mill is very dirty and fil- 
tering through excelsior does not remove the foreign 
matter. What had best be done? 

Answer.—Put in a good filter of modern construction, 
several of which will be found described in the advertising 
pages of this journal. If the expense of a commercial filter 
will not be borne by the management the nuisance of dirty 
water can be greatly mitigated by settling or precipitating 
the dirt by means of alum. small quantity of this sub- 
stance dissolved in a large tank of water will cause the 
foreign matter to settle to the bottom. This is particularly 
the case when sewage from some other mill is in the water. 
Even the liquid from the Chicago River will be so purified 
by a little alum that it can be used in steam boilers without 
further treatment. To use alum without a filter made for 
that purpose, or for use in connection therewith, fit up two 
tanks of any convenient capacity, the larger the better, up 
to 35,000 gallons each. So arrange the water supply that 
each tank is filled in turn by the water running in through 
an open spout at the top. Or the spout may take the form 
of a pipe provided that there is no great pressure therein. 
The idea is to place a lot of cheap alum in a box some dis- 
tance above the top of the tank, then allow a small stream 
of water to run down through the alum and dissolve what 
it can of that chemical. Thence the alum water goes to the 
tank supply spout or pipe, and the pressure therein must be 
so slight that the alum water can enter freely. For a two 
machine mill the water may be purified by a stream of 
water as big as a knitting needle from a box of aluni 2 feet 
square. Let the alum impregnated water stay in one of the 
tanks until the water has been used from the other, then 
shift over and fill the empty tank with treated water while 
the alternate tank is being emptied. It is better if the water 
can be passed through a good sand filter after being ‘‘co- 
agulated,” as the alum sett'ing process is called, and the 
excelsior filter will do a great deal of good to the water 
after it has taken the alum treatment described. 
stated, the commercial filter is better. Its first cast will be 
more, but the expense of operation is much less, and the 
results far beyond what can be obtained by any “patched 
up” method of coagulating and filtering. The patent on 
this method of cleansing water has long since expired, but 
there is still a patent or two on methods of applying the 
alum, particularly to the water in motion, The settling tank 
anybody can use. 


The Bengal Jute Crop. 


Discussing the preliminary official estimate of the jute 
crop in Bengal, the Pioneer, of Allahabad, observes that 
it is on the whole satisfactory. The rise in price which 
followed the failure of last year’s crop has caused an ex- 
tension of cultivation, and it is reported that 2,039,800 
acres, or about 94 per cent. of the normal area, have now 
been cultivated with this crop. This is a larger area than 
was sown in 1898 and 1899, but is below the average of 
the previous five years. It is, however, thought that the 
area has been underestimated. The prospects of the crop 
are generally good, and for all the districts, it is esti- 
mated, there will be a 96 per cent, crop.

PATENTS OF THE WEEK. 


Paper Winding Machine—Paper Bag—Paper Vessel—Feed 
Rolls for Paper Feeding Machines—Elec- 
trolytic Apparatus, 


William P.. Wood, Holyoke, Mass., has been granted 
patent No. 656,149 on a paper winding machine, which is 
herewith illustrated. Fig. 1 is a side elevation of the 
winding machine, and Fig. 2 represents in front elevation 
a part of a rewound roll and one of the supporting rolls 
therefor. Referring to the drawings, 1 is the frame of the 








. machine, adapted to receive on one end thereof, in a proper 


bearing, the roll 2. of paper which is to be rewound. The 
paper of this roll is wound on the usual wooden core 3, 
having a shaft 4 through its centre. In proximity to this 
roll js a pair of feed rolls comprising the roll 5, rota- 
table in fixed. bearings in the frame, and a second roll 
6 above the roll 5, supported parallel with the latter in 
vertical slots 7 in an arm of the frame, as shown. The 
roll 6 rests on the paper as the latter passes around the 
roll 5 and by its weight prevents the slip of the paper 
around the roll 5. On one end of roll § is a driving pulley, 
whereby the requisite movements are imparted thereto. 
On the cther end of the shaft 8, on which the roll 5 is 
supported, is a sprocket wheel 9, and a drive chain 10 
from the latter runs over another sprocket wheel 11, near 
the other end of the machine, which is fixed on the shaft 
12 of the second feed roll 13, by which the rewound roll 
14 is rotated. This last named roll is adapted to bear about 
equally on said feed roll 13 and on the roll 15, and, like 
the rcil 2, the paper of this roll is wound on a wooden 
cylinccr having a central shaft, which is indicated by 16 
and crgages inverted U-shaped bearings 17, which have a 
sliding movement in the uprights 18, to the end that.as the 
roll 14 grows in diameter said bearings will move upward. 
This construction of bearing is common in machines of 
this description. The circumferential speed of the feed 
roll 5, which draws the paper off from the roll 2, must be 
identical with that of the roll 13, which determines the 
speed of rotation of the roll of paper 14, 





Parer WINDING MACHINE. 

In the drawings the two rolls 13 and 5 are shown as 
having the same diameter, and in this case the diameters 
of the two sprockets 9 and 11 would be the same. Ii. 
however, it is found desirable to vary the diameters oi 
the feed rolls 5 and 13, then the diameters of the sprocket 
wheels must be varied accordingly. From the roll 2 the 
paper as drawn off is passed around under the roll 5, up 
between the latter and the roll 6, which rests upon it, and 
from thence up over the curved rack 19. Between the feed 
roll 5 and the top of the rack the paper is allowed to hang 
slack. At the bottom of the rack are located the tension 
rolls 20, around which the paper is passed from one side 
of one to the opposite side of the other, as shown, and 
from thence, if the edges of the piper are to be trimmed 
or the web divided into strips, it passes upward over the 
guide roll 21 and under the slitters 22, and from thence 
down under a guide roll 23 and over the top of the feed 
roll 13, on which rests the rewound roll 14. There may 
be as many tension rolls 20 as are necessary to subject the 
paper to the proper tension before it is rewound. By 
means of this construction it is seen that the papér is un- 
wound from the roll 2 by the feed roll 5 as fast as it is 
taken up by the roll 14 and that between the feed roll 5 
and the tension rolls 20 the paper is allowed to hang 
slack. Hence the tension under which the roll will be 
rewound will be governed solely by the tension rolls. 
In order to prevent “creeping” the roll is tipped at each 
end alternately. ;

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COTTON RAGS IN RUSSIA. 


Statistics as to Exports for 1896, 1897 and 1898—Ruling 
Prices—Steamer Service Between United 
States and Russia. 


William A. Heydecker, acting Consul-General, St. Pet- 
ersburg, Russia, writes to the State Department, Washing- 
ton, concerning the exportation of cotton rags from Rus- 
sia as follows: 

The attention of this consulate has been called to the 
trade in cotton rags, for which there is a large demand in 
the United States. 

Russia’s enormous population is composed almost exclu- 
sively of peasants, for whom cotton prints are one of the 
main articles of clothing, which explains the great develop- 
ment of ‘the cotton industry in the empire. No country 
ought better to be able to export rags, and yet, according to 
the data furnished by the Department of Commerce and

According to information obtained from private parties 
dealing in this article, the bulk of the export is from Po- 
land; and it would appear that if St. Petersburg, in spite 
of its large population and extensive cotton mill interests, 
figures for such a small percentage of the total export; this 
can only be explained by the fact that the demand has not 


been directed to the source. I have been told that the pur- 


‘chasers are principally in Hamburg, although it is supposed 


that they order for American accounts.. I am further in- 
formed that if a market for Russian rags could be opened 
up in the United States, large quantities could be supplied 
on favorable terms. This would not only increase the ex- 
ports, but also suppress the middleman in Hamburg. 


THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL 


Rags at the present time are very cheap, ranging in pric: 
from 60 kopecks to 2.50 rubles (30 cents to $1.27) per 
pood (36.112 pounds), according to the quality, They are, 
however, subject to an export duty of 30 kopecks in gold 
(i. e., 45 kopecks currency, or 15 cents in United States cur- 
rency) per pood, which the Government levies to protect the 
domestic paper industry. 

It is probable, however, that in spite of this export duty, 
the price will be lower than can be obtained elsewhere ; and 
consequently it would be desirable to have competent par 
ties in the United States take up the matter and communi- 
cate with the dealers here. 

Should such transactions give rise to an extensive trade, 
it is probable that by proper organization on a large scale a 
still more remunerative business could be done here in both 
rags and old rubbers, which latter are already frequently 
exported to the United States. It, would be of interest to 
know the price of similar grades of rags in the United States 
in order to determine the prospects of this export trade on 
the part of Russian collectors and packers.

The Old Arsenic Scare. 


Judging from the views expressed by a 
score or more manufacturers of fabrics, 
wall paper, cardboard, &c., regarding the 
law prohibiting the use of arsenic in their 
manufacture, passed at the instance of the 
State Board of Health by the last Legisla 
ture, the act is more the recognition of a 
fad than any practical safeguard to the 
general public, says the Boston Transcript 
According to these witnesses, many of 
whom are at the head of large corpora- 
tions, arsenic does not enter to any extent 
into the present manutacture of the articles 
named, and the various ailments and deaths 
attributed to arsenical poisoning can al- 
most invariably be traced to other causes 
Specific cases are cited to prove this; one 
post-mortem examination showed that or- 
ganic troubles had brought about death, 
though it had been stated previously that 
arsenic in fabric or wall paper was the di- 
rect cause. The fact is that, while it might 
have been said with truth some few years 
ago that arsenic was a component part of 
the materials entering especially into the 
manufacture of woven fabrics and wall 
paper, its use has been discarded almost 
entirely of late, as the effects to get which 
it was thought necessary to use arsenic are 
now secured in other ways. The most im- 
portant result is that the danger to the 
health of the employees who were obliged 
to handle it has been avoided. The present 
law, which goes into effect next January, 
resembles closely the German law regard- 
ing the same matter, and is the culmination 
of an agitation beginning thirty years ago, 
when the use of arsenic was conceded ta 
be a menace to the public health. Reports 
have been submitted to the Legislature at 
different times since then as the result of 
inquiries instituted by it, but no law was 
passed until now, if we except the one 
which prohibits its use in toys and confec- 
tionery, in neither of which has any quan- 
tity of arsenic been found. 

li, after all the evidence to the contrary, 
there are manufacturers who use arsenic 
in such quantities as to imperil health or 
life, then it is to be hoped that the law | 

| 


will be effective in calling a halt to it, but, 
as one manufacturer pointed out, a small 
army of inspectors will be needed to make 
the Jaw anything bu: a dead letter. The 
law provides that “the State Board of 
Health shall make all necessary investiga 
tions as to the existence of arsenic in the 
materials and articles mentioned in Sec 
tion 1 of this Act, may employ inspectors 
and chemisis for that purpose, and shall 
adopt such measures as it may deem neces- 
sary to carry out the provisions and to 
facilitate the enforcement of this Act.” 
There are rich spoils possibilities in this 
that have doubtless before now suggested 
themselves to the politicians, but it is to 
be hoped that this threat of a real public 
injury may not more than offset the good 
which those who were instrumental in hav- 
ing the law enacted had in mind. At all 
events, hereafter the physicians will not 
be able to depend so comortably as here- 
tofore upon the safe and convenient resort 
of laying to arsenical poisoning fatalities 
the cause of which baffles their knowledge.
